It was 
introduced at the meeting Thursday 
night but was taken up for detailed 
discussion at the adjourned session. 
The 
amended 
ordinance 
is 
much 
longer than the original draft and 
includes many additional sections. 
“This is the only ordinance in all 
the world, that I know’ of, which has 
been drafted by the city officials and 
city council,” said May or Ross in 
speaking of it at the meeting. 
May ­ 
o r Ross, City Engineer Rights and 
City Attorney Kasting were largely 
instrumental in drafting it. 
The pro­ 
posed ordinance was written after 
many other franchises were studied. 
The best parts of all the others were 
included in the new one together with 
additional sections that are of value 
locally , according to the may or. 
The council chamber was filled be­ 
fore the time for the meeting and it 
w a s necessary to bring in additional 
chairs from the police court. 
Many 
business men were present. 
The ordinance was read section 
by section and several slight changes 
were made. 
It was then passed on 
second reading by unanimous vote. 
All the councilmen except Ahlbrand 
were present. 
A study of the ord 
ance shows that it was framed 
the interest of the city and it i> 
doubtful if another will be found in 
existence in the state. 
Several m at­ 
ters which come within the rules pre­ 
scribed by tiie Indiana public sendee 
commission were striken out or were 
referred to the commission. 
A peculiar feature of the ordin­ 
ance and one which the councilmen 
feel will be valuable to the city is 
that the city shall purchase the street 
lamps and shall pay for them in ten 
eq ual installments. 
In other words 
the company will supply the lamps 
and the city will pay for them in ten 
y ears’ time. 
This section was in­ 
cluded so that if any new ty pes of 
lamps are invented which will give 
greater candle power than those now 
in use with less current the city will 
be free to make the change. 
The or­ 
dinance gives the city the right to 
have the street lamps on a meter so 
it will be to the advantage of the city 
o have the most efficient lamps in use. 
The provision concerning the pur­ 
chase of the lamps is section 23. 
The company is allowed an interest 
on the money which is used in pay ­ 
ing for the lamps when they are 
bought from the manufacturer. 
The ordinance will be presented for 
third reading and final passage Feb­ 
ruary 3.

Section 1. 


This section provides “an ordin­ 
ance for lighting by electricity the 
streets, avenues, bridges, alleys, pub­ 
lic places and buildings of the City 
o f Seymour, Indiana, and authoriz­ 
ing thè Commercial Electric and P o w ­ 
er Company of Seymour, their su c­ 
cessor- or assigns to acquire, con­ 
struct, maintain and operate an elec­ 
tric light, heat and electric power 
system in said City of Seymour, Ind­ 
iana, and vend electric energy to the 
City of Seymour, Indiana, and its 
inhabitants.’* 
It also gives the company the right 
to use the streets and alleys for the 
purpo-e of erecting poles and string­ 
ing wires, lay conduits and construct 
manholes in the streets and alleys 
such as would be necessary to pro­ 
vide the service. 
The franchise shall 
be in force and effect for twenty 
years after its acceptance. 
Section 2. 


This section provides that when 
the term “said city” is u-ed in the

agents here and at Indianapolis at 
St. Paul believe that the clever band 
of robher> who are specializing on 
negotiable revenue stamps are op­ 
erating with this city as their base. 
The robbers doubtless have a ”tenet* 
here who g e t s a large share ot. the 
profits in return for disposing of the 
second hand stamps. 
The two big deals put over by the 
revenue stamp thieves were at Ev­ 
ansville, Ind. and at St. Paul, Minn. 
At both places the robbers left their 
instruments behind, and in both in­ 
stances the tools were identical. 
In 
both cities the robbers had prepared 
with a high power automobile and in 
both instances they made a dash in 
the direction of Chicago. 
The men who did the work at Ev­ 
ansville were traced nearly to Chic­ 
ago. 
When other plans failed them 
they stole the machine of a wealthy 
Evansville man, and the peculiari­ 
ties of this machine aided in the 
base. 
Because of the difficulties experi­ 
enced in disposing of the second­ 
hand revenue stamps, it is believed 
that the “fence” must be in a p o s i ­ 
tion of 
considerable consequence, 
possibly in the federal service, it­ 
self. 
Federal agents believe that the

ENGINEERS FIND SOURCE OF 
ROOSEVELT'S RIVER OF DOUBT 


Explorers 
In 
South 
Am erica 
Reach 
Headwaters of Fam ous Stream. 


The tracing to the sou rce of the Itio 
Du bina (Riv er of Dou bt), the ex istence 
of which was reported by Theod ore 
Roosev elt on his retu rn from Sou th 
America, was d escribed by George and 
Stephen Gester of Berkeley , Cab, en­ 
gineers in the employ of the Stand ard 
Uil company , who retu rned from an 
ex ped ition into the Cord illera GeraJ 
(And es) mou ntains. 
The engineers said they reached the 
head waters of the Riv er of Dou bt by 
crossing the And es with pack mu les 
j from Lima. 
Peru . 
They had with 
j them, they said , d ata from Mr. Roose- 
! v elt's report from which to check their 
observ ations. 
The riv er, accord ing to the Gesters 
has its sou rce among glaciers high u p 
in the mou ntains. 
The ex plorers said 
they crossed mou ntains at an elev ation 
of 17 ,5 00 feet and that they encou nter­ 
ed glaciers at the 12,000 foot lev el. 
They d escribed the riv er as ru nning 
900 miles from the bou nd ary of Bo­ 
liv ia, empty ing into the Mad eira riv er 
near latitu d e 5. 
The engineers said they penetrated 
the “fev er cou ntry ,” where Mr. Roose­ 
v elt was stricken. They were attacked 
by insects, they said , and encou ntered 
enormou s serpents and other reptiles 
and strange animals in the d ens©, for­ 
ests, throu gh which they cu t their way 
with hatchets.

FARM TO TABLE PLAN GETS 
0. K. OF POSTOFFICE HEAD 


Parcel Poat W ill B rin g Houaewife and 


Producer Together. 


W. N. Collins, acting postmaster of 
Kansas City , Mo., has won recognition 
from Washington of his efforts to 
make the parcel post a farm to table 
serv ant. 
By special ord er of Postm as­ 
ter General Bu rleson he has been giv en 
au thority to become a clearing hou se 
between the farm and the city , bring 
ing prod u cer and consu mer together. 
In resu lts it is perhaps the biggest 
thing the d epartment has d one since 
establishing the parcel post serv ice. 
Mr. Collins believ es. 
Here is what it will d o: The farm ­ 
ers, and especially those within the 
15 0 mile zone of Kansas City , will 
write in giv ing a list of the prod u ce 
they hav e to sell. Thi3 will be printed 
on a list issu ed at frequ ent interv als. 
The city hou sewife who asks for this 
list may hav e it mailed to her, and she 
may write d irect to the prod u cer to 
ord er. 
The carriers will d istribu te 
these lists to the homes if the v olu n­ 
tary d emand d oes not prov e su fficient 
Thu s consu mer and prod u cer are in­ 
trod u ced . 
If the prod u cer wishes the 
prod u ct may be sent C. O. D. for an 
ex tra charge of 10 cents, and the post- 
office d epartment will collect and re 
tu rn the money . 
“Few persons realize how cheaply 
they might hav e fresh v egetables, fru it, 
bu tter, eggs. meat, lard , sorghu m and 
many other farm prod u cts d irect from 
the farm .” Mr. Collins said . “The car­ 
riage charges are v ery light The ru le 
is that within 150 nd les the package is 
carried for ju st 4 cents more than the 
nu mber of pou nd s. 
Thu s a ten pou nd 
ham wou ld be carried for 14 cents. 
The C. O. D. charge, which insu res the 
send er, wou ld be the u niform one of 10 
cents, thu s bringing the total ten pou nd 
cost u p to 24 cents.” 
Mr. Collins will get a list of the 
farmers by bu lletins sent to the cou n­ 
try post (» ft ices. 


CORFU SEIZED WHILE ASLEEP 


Troops, A n im als and Supplies Landed 
From W a rsh ip s In Night. 
Not a transport was u sed in the su r 
[» rise land ing of the French on the 
island of Corfu . 
Ev ery man. gu n. 
mu le, horse, rou nd of ammu nition and 
pou nd of forage was embarked on 
French cru isers, which, conv oy ed by 
a flotilla of d estroy ers, left an u nnamed 
port on Jan. 9. 
Steaming at nineteen knots they sight­ 
ed Corfu on the night of Jan. 10. With 
lights ou t they crept u p the narrow 
channel between Corfu and the m ain­ 
land . which had been Infested by U 
boats, and entered Corfu harbor at 2 
o’clock in the morning. 
Su ch is the accou nt from the Daily 
Chronicle’s special correspond ent at 
Corfu , who say s that the troops were 
u nload ed from fou r cru isers and row ­ 
ed 
ashore 
while 
the 
town 
slept. 
The Italian and French consu ls acted 
as gu id es to a hotel where an alleged 


German spy was arrested . 
Only Ju st 
before the land ing d id the consu ls of­ 
ficially inform the prefect of the d is­ 
embarkation. 
The land ing of the men 
and mu nitions took only fiv e hou rs.

lead ers 
o n all sides agree that o ut o f the im­ 
petus which the decisio n will giv e 
such pro po sals is likely to co me a 
definite mo v ement to lev y on the rev e­ 
nues from great priv ate fo rtunes for 
so me of the millio ns the go v ernment 
must raise to carry out the army and 
nav y increases. 
“The supreme co urt’s decisio n has 
abso lutely unfettered the inco me tax 
as a so urce o f rev enue,” said Repre­ 
sentativ e Hull o f Tennessee, autho r 
o f the law. “All do ubt is remo v ed and 
co ngress is left much freer to act.

believ e co ngress will take adv antage 
o f the o ppo rtunity and amend the law 
materially. 
Witho ut any unusual o r 
unjust charges if can can be made to 
yield $185,000,000 to $195,000,000 a 
year, as against $85,000,000 o r $90,- 
000,000 at present.’ 
Representativ e 
Hull is preparing 
amendments to carry the tax to in­ 
co mes below $3,000, and make graded 
increases in the surtaxes o n inco mes 
exceeding $20,000 a year. 
In its decisio n the supreme co urt 
co nstrued fo r the first time the six­ 
teenth amendment to the co nstitutio n 
under which the tax is lev ied, and 
gav e it the bro adest interpretatio n 
po ssible, rejecting suggestio ns to co n­ 
fine its sco pe to narro w limits.

At the 
last interv iew between himself and 
the secretary o f state, the two had 
reached an agreement, it is said, o n 
all features o f the pro po sed agree­ 
ment except the language to be used 
in the disav o wal asked o f Germany. 
Fo llo wing this interv iew a fo rmer ex­ 
pressio n, suggested by Mr. Lansing 
and appro v ed by the president, was 
fo rwarded to Berlin by Co unt v o n 
Bern8to rff, with a suggestio n fro m the 
ambassado r, it is understo o d, that if 
po ssible the expressio n be appro v ed 
at that end.
